Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 - 34 are allowed over the prior art. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of the record fails to disclose the limitation of "the first common 
value-added service protocol for communicating information regarding a value-added 
service selected from a Policy service, a Security service, a Billing/Accounting service, 
and a Visitor/Home Location service, the first common value-added service protocol 
communicatively interfaceable with H.323 protocol, H.310 protocol, and H.324 protocol " 
to effect the evaluating in combination of other limitations recited in claims 1, 13, 18, 
and 29.
